PISTOL DISCHARGED 
SEARCHING SUSPECT 


‘Two Officers Had Pursued 
and Captured Pair Who 
| Fled From Restaurant 


Without Paying Bill. 


Probationary Patrolman Frank 
H. Williams was shot and seriously 
wounded last night when a cocked 
revolver, which a fellow probation- 
ary was holding while searching a 
suspect, was accidentally dis- 
charged. 

Williams, shot through the lungs, 
is in City Hospital, unconscious. 
Before he lost consciousness, he ex- 
onerated Probationary Patrolman 
Walter B. Eiseman, who fired the 


shot, saying: Don't blame him. 
It was an accident. He couldn't 
help it.” 

Eiseman, on the force more than 
a year while Williams’ service rec- 
ord started last March, was off 
duty at 11:30 o’clock and was 
riding in his automobile on Wash- 
ington avenue near Fourth, when 
he heard a shot and saw Williams

Fourth street. 
“Come on.“ he called, we'll get 


em. Williams jumped on the 
running board saying, “Watch 
yourself, I think they're stickup 
men. I fired one shot in the air 
but they wouldn’t stop.” 

They Overtake Fugitive. 

One fugitive turned south in 
Fourth street, the other continuing 
east. Eiseman slid his car around 
the corner, passed the fugitive on 
Fourth street and stopped. Re- 
volver in hand, he jumped out and 
ran up to the man while Williams 
was coming around the back of the 
car. 

“Police officer,” Eiseman shout- 
ed. “Get em up.” The man 
obeyed. Hurriedly Eiseman's left 
hand patted the fellow’s trousers 
pockets. No weapon there. “Turn 
around.“ 

“Then something hit my hand,” 
Eiseman told his superiors later. 
“It was my elbow,” the suspect in- 
terjected,“ but, gee, I didn’t mean 
to do it.“ 

“The revolver went off,” Eise- 
man continued, “and Williams fell. 
This fellow and 1 picked him up 
and took him to the hospital in 
my car.” 

The prisoner, Daniel J. Whit- 
more, 27-year-old unemployed 
stationary engineer of Elizabeth 
Ark., had fled from a restaurant 
at 416 Washington avenue, without 
paying for 45 cents worth of ham 
and eggs which he had just con- 
sumed. He was penniless, as was his 
companion, Lawrence Walters, 34, 
a chauffeur of Baltimore, Md., who 
had eaten a similar meal and fled.

MOTOR FALLS OUT; 
‘ TWO FLYERS HURT 


Airmen Reach Town Near 
Scene of Accident and 
Plan to Board Train to 
Return to Moscow. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, July 14.—Joseph Le 


Brix and his two companions, Mar- 
cel Doret and Rene Mesnin, the 
mechanic, whose airplane was 
wrecked in the middle of Siberia 
on a projected nonstop flight from 
Paris to Tokio, have reached the 
town of Nijni-Udinsk, near where 
they fell, advices to the Tass Agen- 
cy say. 

One wing of the plane, The Hy- 
phen, was smashed, but the fuse- 
lage is intact. Le Brix and his 
companions expect to return to 
Moscow by train, bringing their 
motor and instruments with them. 

The accident was caused by an 
unexplained failure of the motor, 
which fell out of the plane. Me- 


chanics reached the scene and are 
collecting what is left of the plane. 

Mechanic Mesnin suffered a 
slight injury to the head and one 
of the other men, it is not known 
which, was hurt on one leg. 

The train on which Le Brix and 
his companions will come back 
here requires about four or five 


days for the trip. 

The crash occurred about 300 
miles west of Irkutsk and 2400 
miles east of Moscow. 

The place where they are re- 


ported to have landed is a sparse- 
ly settled region in the middle of 
Siberia, without telephone connec- 
tion and with only roundabout tele- 
graphic connections by way of Ir- 
Kkutsk. 

Theo flyers are thought to have 
followed roughly the route over 
which Wiley st and Harold Gat- 
ty flew in their round-the-world 
journey.

MORATORIUM PARLEY RELIEVES 
BUSINESS TENSION IN FRANCE 


However, Negotiations Have Caused 
Little Improvement in Other 
Countries, U. S. Reports. 

By the Assovinvied Il'ress. 
WASHINGTON, July 14. — Debt 
moratorium negotiations are re- 
ported by the Commerce Depart- 
ment to have benefited France, but 
brought little uplift in business 
conditions in most other countries. 
“The progress of the debt mora- 
torium negotiations,” says the de- 
partment’s weekly review, pro- 
duced a favorable reaction in 
France tending to relieve business 
tension. Commercial conditions, 
however, did not improve in June 
and labor difficuities continued. 
Except for seasonal increases in 
certain industries, Danish business 
showed little change throughout 
the last quarter, although the 
threat of serious labor trouble has 
been eliminated and the foreign 
trade balance is more favorable 
than last year.

BERLIN, July 14.—The Reichs- 


bank announced this afternoon that 
$100,000,000 rediscount credit from 
the International Banks of issue 
and the World Bank which ma- 
tures on Thursday has been extend- 
ed for three months. 

The Government moved today to 
stem the tide of financial disaster 
by placing in effect what amounts 
to a general moratorium on banking 


operations. In accordance with @ 
decree by President Von Hinden- 
burg, all banks throughout the 
Reich, with the exception of the 
Reichsbank. were closed—nominal- 
ly until Thursday but actually as 
long as officials decm advisable to 
restore conlidence, é 

The Reichsbank is the central 
bank of Germany, corresponding to 
the Bank of England. There is no 
institution in the United States 
whose functions correspond exact- 
ly with those of the Reichsbank. 

Both banks and Postoffices were 
prohibited from handling payments 
or transfers either in Germany or 
to foreign countries. Stock ex- 
changes were ordered to suspend 
operations for the remainder of the 
week. Anyone insisting on buying 
foreign currencies had to pay cash 
over the counter, Checks were not 
accepted. 

More Decrees to Come, 

Dr. Hans Luther, president of the 
Reichsbank, returned to Berlin 
from Basel, Switzerland, by plane 
tonight, and went to the Chancel- 
lery, where the Cabinet Reparations 
Committee was in session. With 
his arrival the Government expecte- 
ed to issue two emergency decrees, 
one to restrict the flight of capital 
from Germany and the other rege 
ulating traffic in foreign exchange, 
It is likely that the latter will ap- 
point a Federal commissioner with 
extraordinary powers to control 
foreign exchange business. 

‘The Government promised that 
arrangements would be made to 
facilitate the continuance of ordin- 
ary business, including the meeting 
of mid-month payrolls of civil serv- 
ice employes. 

‘The news from Basel that the 
directors of the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements had acted 
favorably on assistance for Ger- 
many brought a ray of optimism 
which, however, was not magnified 
in press comment, most of which 
reflected a widespread teeling that 
it was too late to get excited over 
the promise of future relief. 

How the People React. ‘ 
The vital question remaining to 
be answered was how would mi- 
lions of Germans—particularly the 
Left and Right Radical element 
react on the President's drastic 
step to halt the threatened nation- 
wide run on the banks, started by 
the failure of the Darmstaedter 
Und National Bank.

Reserve System, the Bank of 
France, the Bank of England and 
the World Bank, | 
It was understood that the Federal 
Reserve Bank and the Bank of 
France already were in accord with 
this renewal, while Montagu Nor- 
man, head of the Bank of En- 
giand, must talk the matter over 
with his directors before commit- 
ting himself. The credit expires 

Thursday. 
Dr. Lather Not Satisfied. 

Dr. Luther was believed not to 
be entirely satisfied b: the Central 
Bankers’ relief measures, but he 
probably regarded them as b tter 
than nothing and offering some 
hope for rebuilding credit and con- 
fidence in the Reichsmark. 

The form and the extent of the 
assistance are viewed in informed 
circles as probably disappointing 
to Germany. But it was felt by a 
number of directors that Germany 
expected entirely too much in the 
way of direct aid. The attitude of 
the board was described as being 
that Germany must be helped to 
help herself. The position was 
taken that it is not the function of 
the central banks to carry the 
economy of a nation on their 
shoulders. 

Luther States Situation. 

Dr. Luther made an impromptu 
speech to the press in the lobby of 
the bank at the end of the confer- 
ence. The portly German began 
speaking jovially and warmed to 
his task as he discoursed cn the 
dangers to the world in the Ger- 
man situation. His eyes blazed 
and his teeth bit off words as he 
said: 

“The greatest mistake of mod- 
ern times is the failure to under- 
stand that the German crisisis a 
world problem and affects human- 
ity as a whole. Germany is getting 
poorer every day, One of the most 
important economic factors in the 
world is getting more helpless 
dally. 

“In the present crisis the world 
cannot afford to lose Germany as 
a buyer of raw materials and man- 
ufactured goods. Germany’s plight 
is humanity’s plight, which hap- 
pens to be centered in Germany. 
Foreign countries alone can save 
Germany at the present juncture. 
They must do so in their own 
well-understoood interest and re- 
gardless of any irrelevant consid- 
erations.” 


France Takes Prompt Action on 
Loan Renewal. 

PARIS, July 14.—Clement Moret, 
Governor of the Bank of France, 
came home from Basel today and 
spent the morning with Pierre 
Flandin, Minister of Finance, re- 
porting on yesterday's meeting of 
the World Bank directors. 

There was no official announce- 
ment, but it was understood that 
Flandin was in accord with the bank 
head respecting French participa- 
tion in the extension of the $100,- 
000,000 credit granted Germany 
last month and due on Thursday. 
The Bank of France took $25,000,- 
000 of that loan. 

The question of further credits 
which the World Bank encourages 
individual Governments to extend 
to Germany is not expected to come 
up for decision at the Cabinet meet- 
ing on Friday, but it probably will 
be discussed by Premier Laval, 
Foreign Minister Aristide Briand, 
and Arthur Henderson, the British 
Foreign Secretary, who will reach 
Paris this evening on the way to 
Berlin. 

The opinion here is that Germany 
alone can work out her own salva- 
tion, that the World Bank has gone 
as far as it can go, and that it is 
now up to Germany to restore con- 
fidence at home by supporting legit- 
imate financial and economic in- 
terests, and abroad by making clear 
its devotion to peace.

The City Council must choose a 
successor to Edwards within 20 
days. With President Robert Har- 
lin of the City Council In charge 
of the city’s affairs pending selec- 
tion of Edwards’ successor, the re- 
instatement of Ross, and reorgani- 
gation of the Board of Public 
Works were expected. 

Ross, who, since his dismissal in 
March, has served as a consultant 
for New York State in the projected 
St. Lawrence River power devel- 
opment, returned here 10 days ago 
to work actively for the retirement 
of the Mayor. Ross had been with 
the City Light, publicly owned util- 
ity, more than a quarter of a 
century. 

„The Seattle situation will have 
tremendous results,“ he said. The 
success of the recall serves notice 
on friends and foes of public own- 
ership that Seattle is definitely 
committed to protection and prog- 
ress for its city-owned utility.”

‘the reichsmark out of circulation 
and substituting the rentenmark, 
the experts’ project provides that 
the rentenmark could be accepted 
as collateral instead of gilt-edged 
securities, so additional currency 
could be put into circulation with- 
out causing inflation. 
It is understood the Government 
realizes it is playing a risky game 
by closing the banks for two days. 
If by that measure time is gained 
to provide cash against all reason- 
able demands on Thursday, the 
Government feels its move will 
have been justified.

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ADMITS HOLDUP 
OF ANGLUM BANK, 
IMPLICATES THREE 


Henry Walkenhorst, Unem- 
ployed Chauffeur, and 
Those He Accuses Are 
Under Arrest. 


Henry Walkenhorst, 20-year-old 
unemployed chauffeur, 7854 Folk 
avenue, Brentwood, confessed to 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser today 
that®he was one of four men who 
took part in the attempted holdup 
of the State Bank of Anglum last 
June 13. He implicated three men, 
already under arrest, as his accom- 
plices. 

The men named by him are 
William O' Hara, State witness in 
the Overland State Bank robbery 
of 1929 in which Cashier Todd V. 
Phelps was shot to death; Thomas 
McCauley and George Capelli, all 
of whom were charged with rob- 
bery under the Henry law in war- 
rants issued at Clayton Saturday 
in connection with the $117 hold- 
up of John P. Martin, manager of 
a chain grocery at 8126 Gravois 
road, July 5. 

O’Hara and McCauley were ar- 
rested last week at 1851 South 
Twelfth street, where they lived, 
and Capelli was captured when he 
hid in the attic of the home of 
Mrs. Albert Von Hoffmann, 3811 
Flora avenue, after a yardman had 
seen him enter the house, 

Robbery of the bank, which is 
at Robertson, adjacent,to Lambert- 
St. Louis Airport, was prevented by 
Henry H. Seib of St. Charles, as- 
sistant cashier, who thought he 
was being made the victim of a 
joke when he found three armed 
men in the bank as he opened the 
doors for business. When the 
robbers yelled, he also yelled, at- 
tracting a Negro watchman, who 
fired several shots at the robbers 
as they ran from the building. 

Walkenhorst, in his confession, 
related that he and his companions 
had been driven to the bank by 
O’Hara in a rented automobile. 
After gaining entrance through a 
rear window, three of them hid in 
the bank while O’Hara drove away 
to return in the machine when the 
assistant cashier came to open the 
bank. 

The robbers obtained $6 from a 
desk while they waited for the em- 
ploye whom they hoped to force to 
open the vault. 

Walkenhorst also admitted ‘that 
he and his companions in the Ang- 
lum holdup broke open safes at 
the Leston Mayonnaise Co., 7100 
Manchester avenue, obtaining $3, 
and at the Elco Petroleum Co. 
5509 Manchester avenue, where 
they, got nothing. 

O’Hara, after being held in jail 
at Clayton for more than two years 
awaiting trial for the Overland 
bank robbery, was allowed to plead 
guilty of a lesser charge after tes- 
tifying for the State against his 
accomplices, and was sentenced to 
two years confinement, being re- 
leased because of the time already 
spent in jail. 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL CUTS PAY 


Australian Has Reduced Own 

Emoluments $22,500 in All. 

CANBERRA, Australia, July 14. 
Sir Isaac Isaacs, Australian-born 
Governor-General of Australia, has 
voluntarily reduced his salary by 
$5500 in view of Australia’s finan- 
cial difficulties and the drastic ef- 
forts of the Government to effect 
economies. 

Previously he had relinquished 
his $7000 judicial pension and the 
$10,000 annual allowance paid to 
his predecessor. The total reduc- 
tion in his emoluments’ thus is 
$22,500—from $67,000 to $44,500.

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AURORA BANKER STOPS 
TRAL TO PLEAD GUILTY 


M. T. Easley, Ex-Cashier, Ad- 
mits Taking Deposits Dur- 
ing Insolvency. 


By the Associated Prevs, 
CASSVILLE, Mo., July 14.—M. 


T. Easley, former cashier of the 
defunct Bank of Aurora, pleaded 
guilty in Circuit Court here today 
of receiving deposits while know- 
ing the bank was insolvent. 

Easley’s plea abruptly ended the 
trial which opened here yesterday. 
The jury had been selected. 

Sentence will be pronounced in 
November, Circuit Judge Emery 
Smith announced. It was report- 
ed the State would recommend a 
two-year sentence. Easley re- 
mains at liberty under bond. 

The guilty plea of Easley, who 
figured prominently in the recent 
unsuccessful impeachment trial of 
State Treasurer Larry Brunk of 
Aurora before the Missouri Senate, 
came as a surprise. The trial 
was ordered begun yesterday over 
vigorous attempts by  Easley’s 
counsel to get a further continu- 
ance. 

Some 75 or 80 witnesses had been 
subpenaed and the case opened 
with Mrs. Katherine Gardner, a 
former employe of the bank, iden- 
tifying records and correspondence 
of the bank. | 

Easley’s attorneys pleaded for 
further continuance on the ground 
they would be unable to produce 
important defense witnesses and 
that Easley’s mother was danger- 
ously ill. 

Both Easley and E. R. Adams, 
former president of the bank, were 
subpenaed and appeared at Jef- 
ferson City at the beginning of the 
Brunk trial, but were dismissed 
by the House of Representatives’ 
managers when it was decided not 
fo use them as witnesses. Later, 
when the managers decided to call 
them, Easley could not be found 
and it was understood he had left 
the State. Adams testified, saying 
deductions from State interest ac- 
counts diverted to Brunk's and the 
bank’s credit had been arranged 
by Easley. 

Easley and Adams were bitterly 
assailed yesterday as Arthur Cur- 
tis, Springfield, special counsel for 
the State, outlined the prosecu- 
tion’s case.

Representatives of the mine op- 
erators conferred last week with 
Lamont and Doak, but said they 
could see no benefits to be accom- 
plished by a general meeting of va- 
rious elements in the industry. 

“The situation is desperate,” 
Lewis said yesterday, and it is 
steadily getting worse. We have 
publicly asked the President to call 
a conference and we think that the 
misery from the human standpoint 
alone demands it. Further than 
that I don’t care to say until this 
session is over. Then I may say 
something. 

Lewis indicated he felt the Gov- 
ernment should not be put aside by 
the unwillingness of the owners to 
confer, but should demand their 
participation. 

Doak said the discussion did not 
result in any concrete plan on 
which such a general meeting 
could be called. 

Besides the Cabinet members and 
Lewis, those taking part in the 
conference were Phillip Murray, 
vice president of the United Mine 
Workers; Thomas Kennedy, secre- 
tary-treasurer; Van A. Bittner, spe-

“Then they threw the rope over 
a tree and pulled me up by the 
neck,” Parks testified, and Dia- 
mond said to hold me there until I 
became unconscious.” 

Parks said Jim Dalton, Dia- 
mond's chauffeur and a girl were 
with Diamond when Parks was 
stopped on a mountain road near 
Catskill April 15. The State holds 
the girl was Marion Roberts, New 
York show girl, who was indicted 
with Diamond. She has not been 
arrested. 

“We'll Warm His Feet.” 
Parks, a truckman with a busi- 
ness taking him between Albany 
and Catskill, testified Diamond 
remarked: 

“We'll warm his feet.” 

They did, Parks continued, using 
his socks as a bonfire. John Scac- 
cio, Parks said, jumped on his bare 
feet. He was kicked and cuffed 
by both Diamond and Scaccio, one 
of the Diamond gang, he said. 

All of this, he explained, was to 
force him to disclose the location 
of a still, which he said, he did 
not know. 

Parks said that after it was all 
over Diamond warned him not to 
tell of the incident or “it would be 
just too bad.” 

James Duncan, a farm boy whe 
was with him, Parks said, received 
similar treatment. 

Rejected Jurors Rebuked. 
Justice James C. Cropsey of 
Brooklyn, was named by Gov. 
Roosevelt to preside at the extra- 
ordinary session that came to Troy 
on a change of venue from Greene 
County. To Lou M. White, a clerk 
in the office of Willlam T. Thomas, 
County Treasurer, a Republican 
leader, the justice said: “Do you 
know what you are talking about? 
You are dumb. Step out.” White, 
with two other rejected jurors, was 
ordered to remain in the courtroom 
throughout the trial. “You attend 
every day, a little education will do 
you good,” the court advised an- 
other juror. 


WEATHER HOLDS HUNGARIAN 
FLYERS AT HARBOR GRACE 


By the Associated Press. 
HARBOR GRACE, N. F., July 
14.—Prospects of bad weather 
prompted Alexander Magyar and 
George Endres, Hungarian flyers, 
to postpone their takeoff for Buda- 
pest today. They said they would 
put in the day loading 690 galions 
of gasoline into their plane, Jus- 
tice to Hungary, and would take 
off as soon as the weather cleared. 
The gasoline which they have 
had stored here since last autumn, 
they estimate. is enough for 28 
hours flying, although they expect 
to reach Budapest or some other 
point in Hungary in 26 hours or 
less. 

They landed from Roosevelt Field 
at 5:32 p. m. yesterday after tak- 
ing off against the advice of Dr. 
James J. Kimball, meteorologist 
and flying weather expert. Dr. 
Kimball warned them of dense fog 
over Newfoundland. but they 
started when they received word 
from Col. Czapany Abanhidi, a 
countryman, who was at Harbor 
Grace that the weather was clear. 
Endres said they ran into fog at 
Sidney. N. S., and flew blind for 
two hours. 

“Dr. Kimball wag right and we 
will certainly await his word before 
leaving Harbor Grace,” Endres 
said. 

Their craft is a low-winged 
Lockheed plane, capable of a cruis- 
ing speed of 160 miles an hour.

SOLE OWNER OF 
MILWAUKEE CLUB 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 14. — 
Attorneys for the late Florence Kil- 
lilea Boley and officials of the Mil- 
waukee Club announced today that 
Phil Ball, owner of the St. Louis 
Browns had purchased the inter- 
ests of the daughter of the late 
Henry Killilea, and that Ball had 
been sole owner of the club since 
last fall. It was stated that Mrs. 
Boley, who died recently, sold her 
stock, amounting to 50 per cent of 
the club, last November shortly 
after her marriage to a Milwaukee 
physician. 


President Phil Ball of the 
Browns today confirmed the an- 
nouncement from Milwaukee that 
he was the sole owner ofr the 
Brewer. 

“That transaction took place 
some time ago and I assumed it 
was a matter of common .knowl- 
edge,“ Mr. Ball said. “I like the 
Milwaukee property because it is 
about the best baseball town in the 
American Association, and we hope 
to give it a. pennant,” 

The amount Mr. Ball paid for 
the club was not made public, but 
the franchise, players and proper- 
ty are estimated at close to half 
a- million dollars. The former own- 
er, Otto Borchert, sold the proper- 
ty to the late Henry Killilea, for- 
mer attorney for the American 
League, for a sum reported at the 
time to have been $265,000. . Ball 
acquired a. half ownership shortly 
afterwards and when Killilea died, 
his daughter became the owner of 
& one-half interest and was named 
president. of, the club. She sold 
out to Mr. Ball at the time of her 
marrlage. The club has made a 
good showing this season and is 
now in fourth place, six games be- 
hind the leaders. .

The Supreme Court held 
the redistricting section of the Con- 
stitution referred to in conflict with 
the initiative and referendum sec- 
tion, and held that as the initiative 
and erendum was adopted at a 
later date than the districting sec- 
tion, the latter was inoperative. A 
majority of the Court then was 
Democratic as it is now, but there 
has been a complete change in the 
personnel of the court, and the of- 
ficials are taking the chance that 
a different construction will be 
placed on the Constitution when 
the question is submitted again.

28 NATIONS SIGN TREATY

signed an international convention
